May 26 when Wang wis 
at the time in a levatory outside the back door of his home, 
The Japanese followed him and crMtted with him. after 
breakfast, Wang made an exit by the back door.

With reference to Case No. 1083 of the year 
1940 relating to opium offences, the Procurator has 
insituted a thorough investigation and reached a 
decision that the aforesaid persons should be 
prosecuted according to law. ‘The following is an 
outline of their guiklts- 

The two defendants who are nativesof Kiangsu 
have no proper occupation and make a living by 
trafficking in narcotias. Subsequent to the 
restomtion of order in Hankow they transported 
marcotics from Shanghai to Hankoew for sale. they 
hide in the Settlement of the latter city where 
their nefarious transaction is eagerly pursued. 

These two men are notorious traffickers in 
marcoties. They defy the new order that is being 
established in Hankew by choosing this city as ene 
of their large ramificatiom to carry out their 
deadly work. However, despite many attempts they 
have net been brought to justice yet. their offence 
is contemry to Sect. 2 of Art. 257 and Art. 28 of 
the Chinese Criminal dode. In view of this, a 
prosecution will be ledged against them vide sect. 2, 
Art. 230 of the Crimim1 Procedure.

On or about the lst of september 1941 1 met 
two persons named sih and yong ina tea shop in yah Zah 
and during the ersuing conversation we discussed the 
transpurting of furs from yeh zah to Shangiai for sales 
however, no definite arrangement was made. 

Two or three days later I met wong again and it was 
decided that he end J should each raise half of the capi tal 
for the purpose of dealing in furs. Wong eventually brought 
to me $5,500 as his share, of whieh $500 was contributed 
by one Tsaung Wyien Kiang (3 Zulj32)- I raised $5,700 from 
the following sources :- 

Myself $300 
guns Foh Kwei (1g 4) $1000 
Female foo $500 
13 others @ $300 each $3900 

Of this $5,700.00, $200 was kept aside under my 
care as being surplus. 

On 12/09/41 we bought 600 pieces ef sheep skin fer 
$9,600 and had them packed into eight small parcels. on the 
same day I, together with three others named Lee Nyi Man 
(A - J), sang Ah nyt (JU?): ) and twang ah soong (jf 74 #2) 

brought the furs on to the frais at yah Zah and left the 
latter place for Shanghai. When we brought the furs to the 
train we did so when the Japanese soldier on duty was 
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temporarily absent, for we knew that such acts were not 
allowed by the Japanese Authorities. 

When the tr:in reached Sungkiang, Teaung Nyien 
Kiang joined us and had the furs made into two packa. 
fhen nearing Shanghai, he threw the two packs of furs 
over“onord from the moving train. What happened to the 
furs afterwards I do not know. 

I and Lee, Sung and Tsang retumed to Yah Zh on 
13/9/41 and on the same day brought another lot of furs 
to Shanghai in the same manner as described above.

My name is Lee Su Sung, age 57, native of Crankiang, 
w/Unemployed hawker, residing House ll, Lane 35 Sinza Road. 

I was born in Chinkiang and since boyhood worked on 
the farm of my father until the age of 38. I then came to 
ghanghai and worked as a cooli@ in a coal hong in Hongkew for 
three years. Prom then until 1932 y sold cigaretts and candies 
on a ship phying between ghanghai and Hankow. 

Foliowing the local hostilities in 1932, ] set up a 
cigarette atall in Hongkew, removing to Sinz@® Road upon the 
outbreak of hostilities in 1937. 

In January this year I joined the Iai An Gambling 
Den in Chapei as assistant but lost the job when the den was 
closed in August. Since then I have been selling cigaretts and 
candies ona ship divite Oa Shanghai and Chungming. This ship 
was damaged in a collision in the latter part of September, 
so T am now jdis. ‘ 

On the early morning of 16/10/41 I was arrasted by 
the Police at my home and handed over to the Japanese 
Gendarmerie. at the Gendarmerie H.Q- I was questioned on three 
occasions, viz, morning of October 16, morning of October 18 
or 19, and afternoon of Oetober 18 or 10. On all these oolipsions 


I was questioned by two Japanese with the assistance of a

On the 11.9.41, the attached official letter was received 
from the Chief Prosecutor Kiko Yufu of the China Seas Fleet 
Naval Courtemartial, 80 Hannen Road requesting 2 loan of two 
prisoners who are now under the custody of S.M.P. for a period 
of 10 days to enable them to complete enquiries on prisoners 
under their custody. 

It is explained by the Prosecutor Yufu that the 1st named 
prisoner Wong Kung Pao (FARE ) is found to have been connected 
with one male Chinese named Dang Yoong Tsung 4s B Fp ), Who was 
recantly arrested by the Japanese authorities on a charge of 
murder of Mr, and Mrs, Takahashi at their residence on Dixwell 
Road on the 5,11.240.- It was ascertained that the man Yong Kung 
Pao alias Dah Wan Ts (ARS ) had been arrested by members of 
Kashing Road Station on the k3.1.41 in conection with a burglary 
case and is now serving a sentence of 1 year anc 3 months at 
the Ward Road Gaole 

Regarding the 2nd named prisoner Dau Voong Ji 6 &. JQ ) 
it was revealed that on the 26.8,41 two armed robbers were 
arrested in Pootung by the Japanese authorities and one pistol 
Seized and they madé a confession to the effect that the leader 
of the gang was one named Dau Voong Ji (Mala), resifing at 
Room 34 of the Pacific Lodging House on Tientsin Road and that he 
had committed several offence of similar nature together with 


them prior their arrest. 
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In respect of the above aase, an assistanfe was requested 
by Sergeant Sato of the Japanese Gendarmerie Headquarters 
on the 26.8.41 to visit the ahove described address to 
effect the arrest of one named Dau Voong Ji who was wanted in 
connection with an armed robbery committed at Kau Ka Loong 
Village, Pootung at about 8 aeme on the 26,8.41.

The position of the Kiangse, Chekiang, and Anhwei 
Revenue Bureau solely with regard to the Rolled Tobacco Tax 
was discussed informally with the Senior Consul and the 
American, British and Prench Consuls-General some months age 
and it was thought that in view of the agreement between the 
Consular Body and the Nationalist Government of China and in 
view of the importance of the matter to foreign tobacce mer- 
chants that while ne official recognition should be given to 
this Bureau under the existing regime, it might be in the 
interest of the tobacco merchants to tacitly acquiesce in the 
mew regime carrying on upon the basis of the old agreement. 

There never has been any agreement between the 
Consular Body or the Council and the Nationalist Government 
about the collection in the Settlement of taxes upon any 
other articles than rolled tobacce. 

As this bureau does not confine itself to the for- 
mer agreement and is interfering with various lines of bus- 
iness I think the Police should take every practical step 
te prevent the officials of this bureau from functioning 
either in the Settiement or on the extra-Settlement roads. 

In so far as 1 am aware the breweries in the past 
have made their own private arrangements with the Tax Bureau 
and have not calied upon the Council for any assistance. 

According to reports the officiale of the present 
pureau are more or less corrupt but I do not feel the 
bureau should be given any consideration whatever on the part 
of the Council.

The new company Was 
inaugurated at the Astor House Hotel the other day when 
about 50 directors and committeemen were elected and one 
Pan Wae elected compradore. 

The company will engage in the 
transportation of cargo to various ports along the Yangtsze 
as from January next yeare It will operate 16 new steamers, 
This shows Japan's ambition to control navigation in the 
Yangteze. Wot only will @ee navigation rights in Central 
China be under the complete control of the Japanese, 
but Britain, America and other foreign countries will 
have very iittlie hope of recovering their trade along 
the Yangtsze for they will not be in a position to compete 


with the Japanesee

Fears are expressed by the Chinese 
press that shipping to Hsingkong, 
important coastal district in Kiangsu 
on the north bank of the Yangtze, 
will be so strictly controlled by the 
military there that there will be 
little chance for third party shipping | ;

Nippon Shipping Takes 
Lead In Chinese Ports 


The Japanese flag during March made ancther sharp advance 
in the foreign shipping of the China ports and definitely Occupied 
the first place far ahead of the British flag. The tonnage of 
vessels entered from and cleared for abroad in Chinese ports 
during March, 1939, totalled 2,552;135 tons, whereof 934,CC3 tons 
sailed under the Rising Sun standard. Japanese shipping in 
China increased over the previous manth by 111,600 tons. 

British shipping in Chinese sea ports in March also increased 


by 74.002 tons, but totalled only 791,006 tons. While the Japanese 


flag dominated in all of the North China ports, the British 
fiag retained the lead in the harbors cf South China. Both 
Japanese and British shipping together accounted for 79 percent 
of all the foreign shipping in the China ports during the month 
under review, 
Of the other nations, the Norwegians with 209,000 tons and 
the Germans with 141,000 tons of shipping occupied the third 
and fourth places, respectively.. In the fifth place ve find 
Chinese shipping. including junks, under the flags of the various 
“puppet” regimes, totaling 138,030 tons. Most of this Chinese 
shipping traffic was transacted ‘by the North China ports. 
Half of the whole foreign shipping of all the China ports is 
accounted for by the shipping of Shanghai alone, amounting 
to 1,264,090 tons in March. Gulf of Chihli ports and Tsingtao
